A SAILOR'S ACCOUNT OF FAURAGUT'S 


GREAT FIGHT. 


A correspondent of the Alta California, 


writing of n visit to Hare Island and the old 
Iroquois, gives the following account of the 
fight at the passes of the Mississippi from 
one of Farragut's tars: — 


'"Well, you sec," said he, shifting his 


quid aud Bending a deluge of tobacco juice 
out tho starboard gangway, ''the Iroquois 
was in tho lino that took up tho left bank of 
the river to pass the foit called St. Philip. 
We weighed at about a quarter past three 
and, stripped to tho buff

looking for, and I guess a good mauy of UB 
who hadn't thought of such a thing for 
mauy a day snid 'Now I lay nio down to 
sleep.' 
SVo jogged along slowly nnd softly 


until all of a sudden ft launch fired n gun.and 
a bugle sounded in the fort ou our port aide, 
and then wo saw lights moving rapidly find 
heard officers giving orders, and in another 
minuto the enemy \viis alert and began to 
fight. 
Our mortar boats under Admiral 


Porter hailed tho 13 inch sheila dcwii on tho 
robs from aloft, and we began to speak to 
them with broadside after .broadside as wo 
got in range, air. Harmon}* was ourj first 
lieutenant, and ho carried us close under St. 
Philip, nud what a place it WAS. 
Tho pret- 


tiest sight I most ever saw was tlio first 
broadside that fort scut out, sixty or seven- 
ty guns altogether alike, and then they had 
'em iu nnd out as if at general quarters.

say that thcso forts were not well fought is 
to say tbat Farrp.gut'3 fleet had a soft thing,

Just there by that 


ringbolt a shell bursled that killed five of 
my gun's crew and wounded six others. 
Poor fellow*, they lay bleeding and crushed; 
but it made uo difference, the ship kept on. 
Above the fort, ft cable length or KO, lay 
some crafts quietly Lied to the shore ; they 
looked like big white steamboats, aud wo 
steamed Jn to give them a lift, as we had 
got past the rough place. 
As we got oppo- 


site to them we .slowed down, and poured in 
a broadside. 
I heard afterward that one 


steamboat was knocked all into splinters. 
But hero wo found what wo were? not look- 
ing for, a big iron clnd raft hid behind tho 
steamboat, and as wo ranged up she spit 
shot and shell into us from rifle aud smooth 
boro until this dear old craft fairly shook 
from stem to steru. 
But wo wore truo blue,

terror" and wo are told that tho colored 
people beg to bo taken back into slavery, 
their lives are .so unsafe now. 
Georgia has 


a white majority of Wt.OOO nnd everything is 
peaceful 
and prosperous. In Mississippi 


tho blacks have n majority of three to two 
and thoro is a demand for troops to protect 
thorn, while in Maryland (ho whites have n 
majority of more than thrco to one nnd 
there in not even tho KUKyostion of trouble 
between tho races. In South Carolina tho 
blacks havo a majority of 12('»,000 and full 
control of Hie government nnd wo arc told 
Hint they aro in Rrw»L jeopardy. Masked

ovury\vhoro nnd troops arc 


urgmitly needed.

Tho revival of Turkish 
intolerance to 


Christians, particularly Protestants, has at- 
tracted considerable notice in Europe and 
America, but tho secular papers havo not 
given imy very satiafactory explanations of 
it. The Missionary Herald, tho organ of 
tho American Board, has unusual facilities 
for acquiring reliable Asiatic intelligence 
and nn article in tho October number sug- 
gests very briefly tho causes of this phenom- 
enon. 


It must bo remembered that nl! inhabi- 


tants of Turkey aro not Turks. 
Tho Turks 


or Mohammedans, tho two terms being con- 
-ertible in the Ottoman empire, hold 
su- 


preme control of tho government, but aro 
actually a minority of tho sultan's subjects. 
Abd-ul-Axix, or the servant of tho Holy Ono 
as his name means, rules over 
A divided 


kingdom and the numerical majority of his 
subjects look upon their sovereign ns tho 
False Prophet in a religious point of view 
and a tyrant politically. Thoy Imvo not the 
slightest feeling of love for tho country in 
which they live nor of loyalty for tho man 
who rules them. Nothing that cau bo called 
patriotism exists and a Europonu conqueror 
would probably be welcomed, "by them. 


Among tho Turks, too, 
patriotism is 


wanting. In its place is religions fanaticism. 
Their country and their ^religion, arc one. 
Their political ruler is the vicegerent of 
CJod, not for them only., but for nil fol- 
lowers of the prophet, wht ther his subjects 
or not. 
Irreligion is tho rcforo disloyalty 


and ho who turns from JMohainnioil ia a 
traitor. 
Under these circumstances it ia 


evident that tho government has every in- 
ducement to crush everjt'iiug that under- 
mines Mohammedanism. 


Tho Turks have for many years let the 


Catholics, Greeks and Armoniims compara- 
tively alone. Theso ''Christian dogs" havo 
been npat upon, kicked, cuffed, their prop- 
erty confiscated auu soldiers billeted upon 
them more or IBSS from tho time of the 


kitth conquest* but they have not been 


treated much worso than tho poorer classes of 
Mohammodauy tbemsolvoH Imvo been.

T-ISUES AS 


Tlio meanings of tbo wnvos ore not tbo 


ouly sounds ibnt couio up from tbo sea. 
Musical notes nro often board tbat In oldou 
tiuio wero cretliletl to tbo "tiiroa's barp." 
They conio to us in low, swoct notes, bur- 
doaed with a bidden meaning, swelling on 
each rise, and finally bursting from tbe deep 
iu a eborus of ricb tjouiuls and harmonies. 
Thoso peculiar mariuo Bcroniules wero re- 
garded with superstitious awo by Iho toilers 
of tbo soa,uutil it bocnmo known timtfisbos, 
baviiig mouUis, spoko after tbeir fashion, 


_ and so our sirens and mermaids passed away. 


A noted fishy vocalist is found iu tho Ano- 
vent scarus, v/hich was noted for tho powers 
of its vocal organs. 
1'liny embalmed it in 


verso as tho king of fishes, aud Ovid nnd 
Oseiau havo also Bung its prniso in song. 
Seleueua stated, with all good faith, Hint it 
was tbo duly fish tbnt over slept, and Mian 
bestowed upon it the honor of being tbo 
best bolorod by its fellows. Wonderful tales 
are told of its powers <jf intonation, and, al- 
though it was in great demand for the table, 
the men wero loth to take it in consequence 
of the wails and moans it gave vent to when 
captured. At other times, when free, its 
voice rose from tbe sea clonr as n bell, and 
ravishing iu the sweetness of its melody. 


Tho well-known gurnards aio noted far 


aud wide for tho strange sounds they pro- 
duce, and as yot tho peculiar mechanism 
has not been clearly demonstrated. 
At 


timeu tho sound is not unpleasant, and nt 
others it resembles tbe barking of a dog or 
tho grating of two rough substances. This 
may be tbe caso in some species but I bnvo 
hold a ilsh found in tho southern waters, and 
similar to our perch, in my hand, and listened 
to tho sounds, and they seemed to bo in- 
duced by a movement of tho jaws or throat, 
as the lips and mouth protruded nt every 
sound it utt ered; but it is not unlikely that 
they are produced by griudmg the teeth 
witb a quick motion iu trying to escape. 
On tbo Jersey const tbo Prionotus pilatus 
is called tbo pig or hog fish, on account of 
its continual barking as it is drawn in by 
the not. 


In tho days of old Homo the murrcuas, or 


sea eels, wero supposed to have n regular 
language, "low and sweet," says au old 
writer, aud "with au intonation so fascinat- 
ing that few could resist its iuilueuco"; nud 
it is suid that the Emperor Augustus pro- 
tended to understand their words. It is 
well known, however, that he did devote 
much of his time to tho cultivation of these 
creatures, not for a hypothesis of language, 
but because they were highly esteemed in a 
gastronomic poiut of view. In fact, so far 
was this curried that some epicures would 
' duly e.nt those that had been fattened on 
human flesh.
